EXAMINER'S REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding claim 13, 
none of the prior art of record teaches or discloses a device manufacturing method comprising 
measuring a first temperature of a first plurality of regions in the target portion of the substrate; 
measuring a second temperature of a second plurality of regions; calculating a dimensional 
response from differences between measurements of the first and the second respective 
temperatures of the first and the second plurality of regions; and concurrently adjusting, in real 
time, one or more spatial characteristics of the patterned beam relative to a substrate support to 
compensate for the calculated dimensional response, wherein the spatial characteristic comprise 
a cross-sectional shape of the pattern, a position of the patterned beam and a size of the patterned 
beam. 

Regarding claims 23 and 33, a method and a lithographic apparatus comprising a 
temperature measuring system to measure a first and a second set of temperatures, corresponding 
to the temperature at a first and second different regions of a substrate; a patterning system to 
form a first and a second pattern of alignment features at the first and second different respective 
regions; a metrology system to measure a first and a second set of spatial distributions of the first 
and the second pattern alignment features occurring during the first and second set of 
temperatures and a calculating system to calculate a dimensional response from differences 
between measurement of the first set of spatial distribution and measurement of the second set of 
spatial distributions.
